proposed for New Sub-divisions 


The Wilmington Planning Board, 
Tuesday night, unanimously voted 
to call for a public hearing leading 
to the establishment of regulations 
requiring that utility wiring in 
new subdivisions in Wilmington be 
placed underground, The hearing 
is to be held within three weeks, 
at the Hiller House office of the 
Planning Board, off Main Street, 

The vote was made after a re- 
port by Mort Grant of the Planning 

who was assigned the sub- 
ject of underground wiring as a 
project last July 8th, Mr, Grant 
submitted proposed amendments 
to the Wilmington Subdivision Re- 
gulations, Tuesday, and a report 
on the program as it is conducted 
in Concord, 

At the present time the New 
Engiand Telephone Compahy has 


a program for installing under 
ground wires in Wilmington, but 
the Reading Municipal Light De- 
partment, which supplies power 
and light to Wilmington has had no 
such program, possibly because 
of costs and technical difficulties, 

¥f the Wilmington Planning Board 
adopts such regulations, they will 
be much the same as are now in 
force in Concord, 

Under the Concord regulations 
the developer of a sub-division 
has to do all the necessary digging 
and back filling of all trenches, 
etc in accordance with the Munti- 
cipal Light Department spedifica~ 
tions, and will supply and install 
all service cables to the individual 
homes, He also pays the Concord 
Municipal Light a lump sum of 
money equal in amount tothenum- 


ber of lots in a particular devel- 
opment, at the rate of one hundred 
dollars per lot, before the work 
begins, regardless of density or 
frontage requirements of the Zon- 
ing By-Law, 

The Concord Municipal Light 
plant provides the primary cables, 
etc,, street light standards, etc. 
The developer supplies and in- 
Stalls all cables, pedestals, fire 
alarm boxes, and other material 
for the fire alarm system, in 
accordance with the requirements 
of the Concord Fire Chief and 
Wire Inspector, 

There are provisions for ad~ 
justment, by the light company,
